ROUGH AND READY TRAIL BLAZERS 
The old-time lu mberjack is finding his way 
back to the woods again. 
A little story from a northern Minnesota town 
recently rep orted that the dep ression has driv en 
the old-timer from his comfortable "flop hou se" 
q u arters in the big cities and sent him ou t to 
the camp s again. 
In late y ears y ou nger, more 
p olished chap s hav e taken his p lace; 
bu t now 
he is coming back, and the camp s stand to get 
back some of their old-time flav or. 
The lu mberjack of the old day s was, to p u t it 
mildly , a colorfu l figu re. He was brawny , rou gh, 
tou gh, u tterly fearless, freq u ently q u ite lost to 
all the restraining influ ences of civ ilization. He 
worked like a giant, endu ring back-breaking toil, 
acu te danger, wet and cold for weeks on end; 
and when he p lay ed he was a roistering, irre­ 
sp onsible creatu re to whom the wise gav e a clear 
p ath. 
He was, in short, the kind of being who can 
be admired at a distance better than close u p ; 
bu t he did a tremendou s am ou nt of work, forests 
were lev eled at his coming, and modern America 
wou ld be a v astly different p lace if he had nev er 
liv ed. 
And that, when y ou stop to think abou t it. is 
tru e of a good many kinds of men who hav e p u t 
throu gh the job of tu rning this continent from 
a wilderness into a p eacefu l and settled land of 
homes. 
Lu mberjacks, 
Indian 
fighters, 
p ros­ 
p ectors, teamsters, riv ermen, railroad bu ilders, 
p ioneer leaders of ev ery descrip tion—they were 
all cu t from the same cloth—they were more or 
less u ncou th and tu rbu lent, and they wou ld not 
fit into p resent-day society worth a nickel. 
For the job they all faced was too tremendou s 
to be done by any bu t the robu st and the v u lgar. 
Work tha t is ordinarily sp read ou t ov er many 
centu ries had to be done in two or three genera­ 
tions. And all of these men, toiling u nder su ch 
conditions, created a tradition of tu rbu lence that 
still endu res. 
Their tradition, p erhap s, ex p lains why we are 
not y et a comp letely law-abiding p eop le. We can 
still remember the old-timers. We are still p a rt­ 
ly u nder their influ ence. 


INSULL — A SYMBOL 
Samu el Insu ll, according to the decision of 
the Greek cou rts, need not come back to America 
to face trial u nless he wants to ; and when y ou 
get right down to 
it 
this decision p robably 
sq u ares with the realities of the situ ation abou t 
as well as any cou ld. 
To be su re, Insu ll p lay ed the game of frenzied 
finance high, wide and handsome and he lost; 
and, losing, he help ed a lot of other p eop le to 
lose too. Bu t that he actu ally , at this stage of 
the game, deserv es p rosecu tion and imp rison­ 
ment as a felon is p erhap s op en to q u estion. 
For Insu ll, after all, did no more than p u sh his 
lu ck a little bit too far. He gambled that the de­ 
p ression was going to be a short one, and it 
tu rned ou t otherwise. If he had been right, the 
su ccess magazines wou ld be fu ll of stories abou t 
his geniu s, his cou rage, his this, tha t and the 
other. 
He simp ly lacked his u su al q u ota of 
lu ck. 
All of this, of cou rse, does not mean that the 
Insu ll failu re, with all the ru in and misery it 
cau sed, is something we can lau gh off easily . 
A 
v ery good share of ou r trou bles today comes from 
p recisely the sort of financial maneu v ering by 
which Insu ll first bu ilt and then wrecked a for­ 
tu ne. Bu t to p ick Insu ll ou t as the lone scap e­ 
goat and demand that he be thrown forthwith 
into p rison is stretching things a bit. 
Insu ll, after all, was only a sy mbol—or, if y ou 
p refer, a sy mp tom. 
There were many others like him back in those 
gilded boom y ears; 
there were many others 
like him du ring the dolorou s y ears of collap se; 
there are many others like him today . The sy s­ 
tem u nder which he and they op erated still ex ­ 
ists. So far there has not been any ov erwhelming 
p u blic demand for a drastic change in the now- 
y ou -see-it-now-y ou -don’t 
method 
of 
bu ilding 
u p holding comp anies, dilmmy op erating com­ 
p anies, stock p y ramids and the like.

TO PUSH DRIVE

By holding Chinese troops off 
from the south at Shanhaikwan, 
and the nearby eastern gate of 
the great wall of China, a march 
northwestward into Jehol could 
proceed without expected serious 
opposition. It is the logical way 
to enter Jehol, also, by skirting 
the mountain barrier between 
that province and Manchuria. 
Chinese

apprehensive, 
however, of a further southward 
drive, with isolated clashes al­ 
ready reported at Chinwangtao, 
the great northern seaport a few 
miles southwest of Shanhaikwan, 
and also on the Mukden-Peiping 
railroad. 
It was reported three addition­ 
al Japanese warships have ar­ 
rived off Chinwangtao.

were reported already there yes­ 
terday in a Shanghai dispatch.) 
Chinese forces were reported 
victorious in a brief engagement 
at the seaport in driving back 
Japanese marines who attempt­ 
ed to land.
